David Boeri, writer, reporter, author, and 
National Public Radio correspondent, spoke 
to a packed house at the Wilmington Public 
Library on Thursday, November 13th. It was 
a fascinating mix of story-telling, anecdotes 
and chilling details about the infamous 
James J. ‘Whitey’ Bulger. 

A question and answer period followed an 
hour long discussion on Boeri’s e-book 
Bulger on Trial: Boston’s Most Notorious 
Gangster and the Pursuit of Justice. 

Boeri started with an amusing story of his 
early writing days 34 years ago jokingly 
referring to the time he did a short stint as 
a ‘library trustee’ While in Alaska, money

for the book he was writing at the time 
People of the Ice Whale ran out, he moved 
back to Wilmington and decided he needed a 


place to write other than his parents’ house. 


His father dropped him off at 6:20 every 
morning on his way to work. . 

After opening with Ernie the custodian and 
having coffee even before the librarians 
arrived, Boeri would write until 2:00pm 
when he would put on his running gear and 
run with Coach Frank Kelley, and the high 
school cross country team. Mr. Kelley, an 
icon of Wilmington, was in attendance at the 
event. He told the Crier of Boeri, “He was 
my student. He ran spring track with me. 
I’m proud of him.”

The company filed suit on the dis- 
crepancy, however the court upheld the 
Building Inspector’s findings. 

Residents are concerned about how 
the facility could impact the town in 
terms of traffic flow, home values and 


the environment, citing that chemicals 
used to make concrete are an unwant- 
ed addition to the town’s concerns 
about other chemical-based companies 
Olin and Raffi and Swanson.

Schools make plans to improve 
as new year dawns 


With MCAS results in and analyzed, Wilmington schools gear up

WILMINGTON- With the embargo 
lifted on the 2014 MCAS results, the 
school committee and Superintendent 
Mary DeLai have gone over the results 
and trends and begun to form plans for 
the ongoing attempt to keep 
Wilmington schools improving as 
much as possible. 

While the kinds of changes and plans 
vary from school to school, the dedica- 
tion and drive to succeeding is shared 
across the town. 

The Shawsheen Elementary school 
saw gains across the board in its test- 
ing, improving 3 percent in the writing 
portion of the test, 2 percent in the 
math portion, and with significant per- 
centages of students moving from 
Below and Well Below averages in the 
ELA sections during the fall testing to 
higher percentiles in the spring. 

To continue to assist positive trends 
and continue to help students out of the 
lower averages, the 2015 school year 
will see the development of a collabo-

ers being added on to enhance rigor as 
students progress. The rubric will help 
teachers determine grades, and even- 
tually be used in analyzing student 
progress. 

The Woburn Street School will be 
developing a rubric as well, in the 
hopes that the ELA section of the test 
can catch up the explosive growth 
undergone by the math section. In 2013, 
62 percent of students in the Woburn 
Street were scoring Advanced- 
Proficient on the math section, and the 
school had a stated goal of improving 
to 72 percent. 

A whopping 88 percent of students in 
the Woburn School scored Proficient- 
Advanced on the 2014 MCAS, far 
exceeding the original goal. 

While there were gains in the ELA 
section of the test, the Woburn Street 
School still did not hit their intended 
goals in that area. There also remains 
a disparity between students with spe- 
cial needs, and those without, and the 
Woburn Street administration has 
made it a goal to close that gap within 
this school year. 

The North Intermediate experienced 
a more problematic testing cycle, with 
only minimal gains in the ‘open 
response portion of the MCAS, and no 
significant improvement on Proficient- 
Advanced numbers in the math section 
of the test. 

The North Intermediate’s goal for 
this year is to become as highly collab- 
orative and analytical as possible, with 
teachers and administrators meeting 
to identify the students and subjects 
which are in need of help and provid- 
ing as many resources and outlets as 
possible to make sure the student’s 


¢ 
concerns are allayed. 

The West Intermediate saw strong 
academic growth in this year’s MCAS 
test, and determined that a focus for 
this coming year was social growth: 
and development alongside academic~ 
achievement, with an emphasis om the 
PRIDE program and student inclusiwvi- 
ty. ! 

With several major decreases in- 
MCAS test results, including a major 
drop in seventh grade math results; the 
Middle School is hoping to use this: 
year to provide teachers with the time 
and resources to emphasize time on 
teaching while relieving them of extra 
duties. The school also hopes to.,open 
up strong, honest communication 
channels between students and tea¢h- 
ers and parents, as well as an analyti- 
cal breakdown of problem areas §q the 
teachers can provide the attention, and 
care needed to improve students’ 
understanding of subjects. ot 

Finally, the High School reported 
improvement across the board, and 
hopes to continue in that trajectory 
while also providing support for prefes- 
sional development and guidelines.and 
schedules to help students maintain 
and improve their performances. With 
a 0 percent failing average for the ELA 
test, and a 2 percent failing rate for the 
math test, with a stated goal of 
decreasing to a 1 percent failing rate 
for next year, the High School is. posi- 
tioned for another strong year. . 

The High School and all the other 
schools in town, are readying for a 
year in which they hope to provide the 
students and parents in Wilmington 
with the most support and opportuni- 
ties possible.

ver the Columbus Day weekend I went to Silver 

Lake. I love the way the lake and the Town Beach 

look this time of the year. No life guards or life- 
lines, no rules or restrictions. Both gates are unlocked, let- 
ting me park where I prefer, at the far end. And on this par- 
ticular day, not one other person but me - no one at the plAy- 
ground or pier either. Talk about peace and quiet, and soli- 
tude, being left alone outside with one’s thoughts and a good 
book. Needless to say, there was no cell phone or device of 
any kind beside me. Recently re-reading Thoreau’s essay on 
“Walking” had an impact on me all over again. It has to be 
forty years since reading it the first time. But much of what 
Thoreau had to say was surprisingly still with me. Several 
paragraphs jumped out, sounding familiar. But now his pro- 
found words and insights were more like warnings, rather 
than a daily journal. Thoreau pitied the office workers and 
shop owners, confined, sitting all day long, unable to mean- 
der through the woods as he did, communing with nature 
and his inner-self. I’m afraid that in the modern society of 
today many of us, on our death bed, will say, “I wish I’d 
spent more time at the office.” Mother Earth is nota pri- 
ority. 

Of course, that’s about to change. Not a day goes by that 
there isn’t something in the news about climate change and 
going green. Personally I’m pessimistic about saving the 
planet. I tell myself that this is the way it’s supposed to end 
- a kind of environmental “fall of the Roman Empire.” In 
fact, only a year ago The Atlantic Magazine posed the big 
question on the back page, “How and when will the world 
end?” Writers and authors, engineers and environmental- 
ists, paleontologists, psychics and scientists all weighed in. 
Meteors, volcanic eruption (Yellowstone is past due), 
exchange of nuclear weapons, a killer asteroid, a solar event 
were some of their educated opinions. Could be as soon as 
2080. But it was the journalist and environmentalist Bill 
McKibben that hit home. “In a sense, the world as we knew 
it is already over. We have heated the earth, melted the arc- 
tic, and turned seawater 30% more acidic. The only ques- 
tion left is how much more fossil fuel we’ll burn and hence 
how unfamiliar and inhospitable we’ll make our home plan- 
et.” 

Yet with all of the dire predictions about climate change 
(books, documentaries, TV news reports, etc.), many times 
it’s a song or a poem that will stir one to contemplate - and 
act. Every time I hear Don Henley’s apocalyptic song “The 
Last Resort” I’m moved. But it’s Kurt Vonnegut’s poem 
“Requiem” that’s tacked up in my kitchen for all to read. 
Vonnegut’s poem comes the closest to my own personal feel- 
ings. 

In spite of my admitted cynical view of the future, I con- 
tinue to support environmental activism and to send in my 
contributions - and to recycle, rescue and re-use, preserve, 
conserve, cut-back, cocoon, salvage and save whenever pos- 
sible. Then to take a step further in an attempt to spread 
the word, I have a revolving bumper sticker message that I 
change every two months or so. 

Coming out of a deli in New Jersey one time, two elderly 
ladies were hunched forward reading my bumper sticker. I 
said, “Hi, what do you think?” In a firm manner, one said, 
“We like it.” Only a few days ago at Panera I excused myself 
for cutting in front of this man who I don’t know. He looked 
at me and said, “I like your bumper sticker - the last one 
too.” That got us chatting for quite a while.

Families, a non-profit organization which 
supports indigenous Mayan Indians. 

In 2012, Beth and Jay, along with their four 
children, Juliana (16), Kendra (14), Luke (11) 
and Will (10) decided on a service trip 
instead of a typical Christmas celebration at 
home. In lieu of Christmas gifts they raised 
funds for a traditional Christmas Eve tamale 
meal for more than 1,500 people. 

They share a special connection with 
Mayan Families; Will, now 10, was born in 
Guatemala and adopted when he was 8 
months old. After visiting a local school and 
handing out toys to children his age, Will felt 
a deep sense of gratitude. 

“T felt like I was the best person I could ever 
be in the world,” he said. This year, Will and 
his family are once again feeding the poorest 
among the poor. 

The McFadyens noticed something special 
about the Mayans on the previous trip:

2014 Trend: Retailers could 
also see a shift in sales in 
the post-holiday season this 
year, as more than half (57 
percent) of consumers plan 
to purchase gift cards - the 
top item on consumers' 
shopping lists. 

BBB Tip: Avoid buying gift 
cards on the secondary mar- 
ket.

BBB Tip: Guard personal 
and financial information. 
Watch out for "free" online 
subscriptions that may turn 
into monthly charges after 
an introductory period. Do 
not fall for "phishing" 
emails from "phony" retail- 
ers or shippers that try to 
trick you into exposing pass- 
words or financial informa- 
tion. 

2014 Trend: More than half 
of consumers surveyed (63 
percent) indicated they will 
use a laptop or home com- 
puter to make purchases or 
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assist in their holiday shop- 
ping this season - up 16 per- 
cent from last year. In addi- 
tion, 24 percent plan to use a 
smartphone. Also, 13 per- 
cent of respondents said 
they intend to use social net- 
working sites to assist them 
in their holiday shopping. 

BBB Tip: Avoid making 
purchases on public Wi-Fi. 
Only use secure, encrypted, 
"https," sites when buying 
online. Don't use the same 
password for shopping or 
"user accounts" as your 
bank account.

Article 3 specifically speaks 
to leasing the arena. 

Former Town Manager, 
Michael Caira spoke out 
about how the rink would 
benefit the town saying, “I 
think it’s important to have 


purchase the Arena for the 
price being negotiated with 
another buyer.

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New offense puts 42 points on the board

WILMINGTON - The sec- 
ond half of the season has 
been a struggle offensively 
for the Wilmington High 
Football team, with the 
Wildcats scoring just 13 
points in their previous five 
combined games prior to 
last Friday night’s Division 
3°-Northeast non-playoff 
game with Somerville at 
Alumni Field. 

Those struggles however, 
seemed like a distant memo- 
ry as the Wildcats employed 
the ‘Wildcat Offense’ and 
were virtually unstoppable 
all’ night long, storming 
their way to a 42-6 victory 
over their rivals from the 
Greater Boston League. 

- Wilmington would score on 
its first five possessions of 
the game, rolling to a 29-0 
halftime lead and extending 
thé lead to 42-0 before 
Somerville would add a late 
touchdown to spoil the 
shutout. Overall, the 
Wildcats outgained 
Somerville 355-168 on the 
night, with 309 of their yards 
coming on the ground. 

For those unfamiliar with 
the Wildcat Offense, basical- 
ly it is an offensive forma- 
tion that features an unbal- 
anced offensive line with the 
ball being snapped not to the 
quarterback, but instead to 
another player, usually a 
running back. The running 
back will then either choose 
to run the ball himself, hand 
it to another player in the 
backfield, or on rare occa- 
sions pass the ball. 

In the case of the 
Wilmington, the running 
back taking the snaps in the 
Wildcat was senior Matthew 
Penney, who ran the offense 


to near perfection, rushing - 


for 174 yards and three 
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touchdowns on19 carries on 
the night, while junior Matt 
Woods ran for 133 yards and 
two touchdowns on eight 
carries. 

“It’s something we have 
been working on,” 
Wilmington coach Mike 
Barry said of the wildcat 
offense. “We had been a lit- 
tle hesitant to go to it 
because we wanted to make 
sure the execution worked. 
Matt did a really great job 
running it. I think maybe we 
caught them (Somerville) 
off guard with it a little bit. 
Our kids did a great job 
picking it up.” 

With the win, Wilmington 
snapped a five-game losing 
streak, and improved to 4-6 
on the season, while 
Somerville dropped to 2-8, 
although the Highlanders 
were in many ways much 
better than a normal two 
win team, having given No. 
2 seed Marblehead all they 
could handle in the first 
round of the playoffs. 

“Any time you win it feels 
great, but the thing that 
feels the best is that the kids 
did not pack it in,” 
Wilmington coach Mike 
Barry said. “We’ve been on 
a bad stretch, and itis diffi- 
cult for young guys to hang 
together when going through 
some adversity like we did. 
The kids deserve all the 
credit for not giving up. 

“Somerville is a very ath- 
letic and fast team. They 
put up 20-plus points against 
Marblehead, so you know 
they have a pretty good 
team over there. We had a 
lot of concerns heading into 
the game.”

Five local soccer players help 
Central Catholic into semi-finals

Central finished the season 
with 13 wins, which was an 
amazing accomplishment 
after losing so much talent 
from last year’s 19-win sea- 
son including Tewksbury 
resident Aly Spencer, who 
has since gone on to Holy 
Cross, and 11 other players 
who graduated. 

- While Spencer graduated, 
five other locals were key 
figures in this year’s success 
including Tewksbury resi- 
dents Rachel Prevost, Erin 
- Dwinell and Sarah Berube 
as well as Wilmington resi- 
-dents Daria Bakhtiari and 
_ Julia DelloRusso. 

Dwinell and Bakhtiari 
were midfielders, while 
~Prevost and DelloRusso 
~ played on the defensive line 
-and Berube was plaqued by 
- injuries, yet still made a 
valuable contribution to the 
team. 

Prevost said that despite 
the entire roster coming 
from many different towns, 
the group really came 
“together this year which 
» resulted in the deep playoff 
run. 

“We all are always positive 
and patient with one anoth- 
er, and we do everything 


together,” said Prevost. “We 
have practices or games 
nearly every day, and we all 
come with a great attitude 
and ready to play. Everyone 
is just so supportive too.” 

The effort and determina- 
tion has not gone unnoticed 
by head coach Casey 
Grange. Whether the. girls 
were stalwart members of 
the team, or new faces onto 
the varsity roster, Grange 
was enthusiastic about the 
response she saw from each 
of the girls. She said they 
each brought a different ele- 
ment to the team. 

“Prevost is solid and shuts 
down opposing attackers 
really well,” Grange 
said.

Incredible comeback win for Rams

WAKEFIELD - To say that 
things looked hopeless for 
the Shawsheen Tech 
Football team in the fourth 
quarter. of Saturday’s 

- Division 5 non-playoff game 
against Northeast Metro 
Tech would be an exaggera- 
tion. But anybody who had 
been watching the game 
closely through three quar- 
ters certainly could not have 
been very hopeful that they 
would come back and pull 
out a win against their CAC 
rivals. 

That was exactly what the 
Rams did, digging deep on 
both offense and defense 
and pulling out their most 
dramatic victory of the sea- 
son, stunning the home 
crowd at Breakheart 
Stadium with a 21-16 victory, 
scoring 14 unanswered 
points in the final 8:18 of the 
game, including the game 
winning touchdown with 1:55 
left. 

“What a win,” Shawsheen 

- coach Al Costabile said. “We 

felt like we had a lot of 


things working against us. 
They got ahead. They had 
us on the ropes. We were on 
the canvas and we got up, 
and just battled back with 
team effort. It was a team 
effort all the way.” 

With the win, their second 
of the season over 
Northeast, Shawsheen 
improved to 4-4 on the sea- 
son. Northeast meanwhile, 
dropped to 4-6. 

The comeback effort by the 
Rams began on defense 
early in the fourth quarter. 
After being unable to stop 
Northeast’s snow plow 
offense all day long, the 
defense stepped up when the 
team needed it most, stop- 
ping the Golden Knights on 
a fourth down play at the 
Northeast 44-yard line trail- 
ing 16-7 with 10:09 left in the 
game. 

That decision to go for it on 
fourth down would come 
back to haunt Northeast. 
Shawsheen struck quickly to 
get themselves right back in 
the game, needing only four 
plays to get on the board 
with the key strike coming 
on a 40-yard pass play from 


junior quarterback Alex 
Tate of Tewksbury to senior 
wide receiver John Reynolds 
of Wilmington down to the 
Northeast two yard line. 
Two plays after the long 
pass, Shawsheen’s Chris 
Arkalis ran up the middle 
from one yard out for the 
first of his two touchdowns 
in the quarter to pull the 
Rams within 16-13 with 8:18 
left in the game, Arkalis 
also hauled in the two-point 
conversion pass from Tate to 
pull Shawsheen within 16-15. 
Still, even after pulling 
within one point, the Rams 


were in no position to be 


trading scores with the 
Golden Knights, and for the 
second series in a row, the 
defense stepped up big time, 
this time holding Northeast 
to a three and out for the 
first time in the game. 

“The defense stepped up 
big,” Costabile said. “They 
made some big stops early 
downs, on first and second 
down, forcing them into 
third and long and they 
don’t want to be in that situ- 
ation.

“The most influential people 
in my life, and the people that 
Iam most grateful for are my 
parents and my siblings,” she 
said.

Back when he was at 
Wilmington High School, 
Jason Gustin was certainly a 
one-of-a-kind athlete, but 
one-of-a-kind kid too. 

As an athlete, he excelled 
in soccer and track and has 
a long list off accomplish- 
ments which eventually led 
him into last week's Athletic 
Hall of Fame. 

As a kid back then, he was 
- and still is - a lot of fun. 
His interviews were always 
brutally honest, whether it 
was getting caught up the 
field in soccer, or talking 
about a bet with his mother 
which would earn him a car 
if he defeated a Weston ath- 
lete on the track. 

Gustin had a lot of fun 
when he participated in 
sports. He was certainly 
focused and driven every 
step of the way, but he never 
took himself too seriously. 
He was extremely humbled, 
but confident but made sure 
he had a good time at all 
costs. 

He played for _ three 
tremendous coaches - Dick 
and Steve Scanlon in soccer, 
and Bob Cripps in indoor 
and outdoor track and truly 
had a remarkable career. He 
earned 12 varsity letters and 
a three-sport captain 
between soccer and track. 

He was a defender on the 
soccer field, who in his sen- 
ior season, scored seven 
goals as the team's stopper- 
back, helping the team 
reach the sectional semi- 
finals. The teams reached 
the playoffs all four years he 
played, while he was a two- 
time Cape Ann League All- 
Conference selection. 

In track he was a three- 
time league champion 
between the 800 and 1,000 
meters between the two sea- 
sons. In addition he was a 
state champion, a two-time 
state finalist'and part of two 
state championship relay 
teams. 

Before his senior season 
with the soccer team, Steve 
Scanlon summed up Gustin 


by stating, “Jason is awe- 


some. He's a real good play- 
er. He does everything right 
and he plays very hard - he's 
a real hard-nosed player.” 

In soccer, Jason played one 
year, his freshman season, 
for Dick Scanlon. That team 
reached the quarterfinals of 
the sectional tournament. 
The next three years he 
played for Steve Scanlon, 
and Gustin said playing for 
the two of them certainly is 
something he'll always 
remember. 

“Playing for Dick Scanlon 
was probably one of the 
highlights. of my sporting 
career,” said Gustin. “He 
was not just a good coach, 
he was a truly amazing per- 
son. Steve Scanlon took over 
after his father passed and it 
was clear you could see he 
took after his father. Both of 
them were strict and to the 
point, but they both knew 
how to relax and make you 
laugh at just the right time.” 

One of the best moments of 
Gustin's soccer career came 


during his senior season. - 


The team played four tour- 
nament games and he 
scored a goal in each of the 
first three games - playing 
stopper-back. He scored in 
the 3-1 win over Concord- 
Carlisle, in the 2-1 win over 
top seed Hyde Park, and 
then got the game winner in 
the thrilling 2-1 win over 
Chelsea on head ball off a 
free kick taken by teammate 
Tim Tessnow. 

“I saw the ball coming 
through and I just kept run- 


ning,” said Gustin to the 
Town Crier back in 2002. “I 
can't even remember what 
happened before, but it came 
right to me and I headed it. I 
tried to turn my _ body 
because I knew the goalie

Said Steve Scanlon after 
that game, “Jason has been 
effective with that all sea- 
son. That's got to be his sev- 
enth goal and I'd say half of 
those are off that head ball.” 

Before that senior season, 
Gustin was pretty critical of 
himself talking about taking 
too many offensive chances. 
He was always offensive- 
minded while being back on 
defense, which was so 
important in the team's suc- 
cess all four years. 

“I have always played 
defense and always will,” he 
said. “It is something that 
just clicks with me. To this 
day I still play with several 
of my teammates from high 
school, As far as offensive 
skills and heading are con- 
cerned I just attacked the 
ball. You couldn't have any 
regard for what was going to 
happen, you just know that 
you had the attack the ball 
by any means necessary.” 

In track-and-field, Gustin 
was also very good and very 
versatile whether it was the 
800, 1,000, various relay 
teams or the high jump, he 
not only scored many points 
for the teams during dual 
meets, but also excelled at 
the post-season meets. 

In 2001 and '02, he was a 
Cape Ann League Champion 
in the 1,000 meters indoors, 
and was a state and all-state 
finalist in the 800. In 2003, he 
was a Class C _ State 
Champion in the 800 with a 
personal best time of two 
minutes flat, which broke 
the school record and stood 
until. the 2013 season. 

“T could never quite man- 
age to break two minutes,” 
he said. “Even though I did 
personally well in track, my 
best memories come from 
being part of the team. We 
had such a tight group my 
junior and senior year sea- 
sons, it was unbelievable. I 
don't think I will ever be a 
part of a team like that 
again. I almost want to say 
the bus rides were more fun 
than the actual meets.” 

Also during his senior year, 
Gustin finished second in the 
1,000 meters at the Class C 
State Meet and entered the 
meet seeded 10th. 

“He went in there seeded

Brewster was a big part of 
the championship, including 
making a memorable inter- 
ception against Methuen 
that broke open a close 
game and spurred the 
Wildcats onto victory.

Perhaps nobody played 
harder than Brewster, par- 
ticularly during his senior 
season, when as team cap- 
tain he notched 31 points in 
just 15 games, including one 
of his most memorable 
moments on the ice against

a powerful Chelmsford team 
when he scored the game 
winner with just four sec- 
onds left in the game. 

Brewster is most proud of 
the fact that he played every 
minute of every game he 
was eligible for, which is 
quite an accomplishment. 

Along with his teammates 
work ethic the other memo- 
ry that stood out about being 
a member of the hockey 
team was playing for the 
great Ken Palm, who 
coached the team. Palm 
was not only a great coach 
for Brewster during high 
school, but he was also 
instrumental in helping 
Brewster earn a full hockey 
scholarship to UMass 
Amherst. 

“T have to give a lot of cred- 
it to coach Palm,” Brewster 
said... “He: arranged.a lot. of 
it. He was a great coach and 
a great man. He helped me 
out a lot.” 

The same was true of 
Brewster’s Football Coach, 
the legendary Fred 
Bellissimo. Brewster credits 
both men with turning him 
into the Hall of Fame player 
he became. 

“No question about it they 
were a great help to me,” 
Brewster _ said. “They 
instilled sports in me, but 
they also instilled in me that 
you had to do things right. 
They pushed me, but they 
did it in the right way. Both 
of them, but especially 
coach Palm gave me some 
great opportunities.” 

After _ college Brewster 
entered the business world 
working many years for 
Exxon and Irving Oil in the 
heating and oil divisions.

Luppi finishes up big season at 
Eastern Connecticut University

Eastern Connecticut State 
Volleyball teammates may 
have fallen just short of cap- 


turing the Little East 
Conference Tournament 
with a loss to Western 


Connecticut State in the 
title match, but that loss did 
not diminish what was a 
fantastic season Luppi and 
the rest of the Warriors. 

The Warriors exceeded vir- 
tually all preseason expec- 
tations under the direction 
of interim head coach 
Megan Silver-Droesch to 
post a 17-17 regular season 
record before winning two 
games in the LEC 
Tournament prior to their 
loss in the finals. 

One of the biggest reasons 
for the Warriors successful 
season, which saw them win 
three more games than last 
season, was the play of 
Luppi in her position as the 
team’s libero or defensive 
specialist. 

Luppi, a three-year starter 
and two-year captain during 
her time at Tewksbury 
High, was of course disap- 
pointed to see her team fall 
one win short of their goal, 
but the 2012 graduate of 
TMHS was proud of all that 
her team did accomplish. 

“At the start of the season 
we did not think we could 
make it this far because we 
had such a young team and 
sometimes it can be difficult 
with freshmen,” Luppi said. 
“But our freshmen respond- 
ed so fast and did so well 
that we started to realize 
just how good we could be.” 

Indeed, the Warriors were 
loaded with young talent, 
with six freshmen and six 
sophomores, but it is pretty 
safe to say that they would 
not have had the same kind 
of success if not for Luppi 
patrolling the back line so 
well. 

Luppi, a junior and one of 
the most experienced mem- 
bers of a Warrior squad that 
had only one senior, was 
simply outstanding all sea- 
son long. Luppi led the 
team in hit percentage at 
.906, as well as in digs with 
a remarkable 548 and serv- 
ice aces with 66. 

Luppi’s 548 digs placed her 
fifth in the LEC, while her 
66 service aces were second 
in the conference. In her 
second year in her role as 
libero, Luppi felt that her 
experience helped her 
improve this season. _. 

“A lot of it has to do with 
building up experience. In 
regards to my serving, I just 
became a lot more confi- 
dent and aggressive which 
helped me a lot,” Luppi 
said. “As for digs, the more 
you play, the more experi- 
ence you get and the more 
you know how to read plays 
and go after balls. I just did 
not want to let any ball hit 
the floor.” 

Not many did hit the floor 
with Luppi around, and 
Droesch knows how big of 
an impact Luppi had on the 
team’s success this season. 

“She is super aggressive 
and she just goes after 
everything,” Droesch said. 
“She is also one of those 
kids who’s got a super per- 
sonality and is always smil- 
ing and supporting her 
teammates.

Glen (Doherty) used to always say that I was a blue collar guy teaching a blue collar 
sport in a white collar town,” Tremblay remarked. “I'll never forget that quote.” 


away the shovel for good and 
move to his home in Florida. 

For someone to coach 34 
years at one school, Tremblay 
has coached his fair share of 
amazing athletes. Some of 
them go on to make even 
greater contributions after 
retirement, whether that’s in 
the sport of wrestling or out- 
side of it. 

Tremblay’s most well- 
known wrester who left his 
mark far away from the 
wrestling mat, Glen Doherty, 
passed away two years ago. 
He died during an attack on 
the US consulate in Benghazi, 
Libya. Doherty was there 
working as a private contrac- 
tor after leaving the Navy 
SEALs. 

Prior to his death, and 
whenever he had the time, 
you could find Doherty home 
in Winchester talking to 
Tremblay’s latest batch of 
wrestlers. He and the coach 
were very close. In fact, 
Tremblay said he is very 
close with a lot of his former 
wrestlers.

Doherty’s_ sister, Kate 
Quigley, called Tremblay a 
good family friend. Tremblay 
said he went to Doherty’s wed- 
ding. He also coached Glen’s 
brother Greg Doherty. He said 
both Dohertys were very good. 

Greg called Tremblay a 
“phenomenal coach on the 
level of instruction, motiva- 
tion and strategy, as anyone 
he coached can tell you. Glen 
and I brought our effort, but 
he showed us how to be cham- 
pions.” 

He went on to state his 
appreciation for his former 
coach’s willingness to remain 
a close friend even all Wes 4 
years later. 

“He stayed in touch with us 
and both of our parents, sup- 
porting all of us in various 
causes or just in regular life, 
for decades.” 

When Glen died, Tremblay, 
along with then Winchester 
Athletic Director — Brian 
Carroll, decided to honor him 
by retiring his wrestling num- 
ber. However, since wrestlers 
don’t have numbers, Tremblay 
chose the number 20 to repre- 
sent the number of people he 
reportedly saved that day of 
the attack. 

That’s not all he’s done, 
according to Greg. “He sat 
with each of my parents in 
their grief. He had camouflage 
uniforms made so that his 
team could visibly honor 
Glen's memory. He had a 
painting of Glen commis- 
sioned to hang in the wrestling 
room. 

“He was, I can only assume 
since he never mentioned it, a 
large force behind Glen get- 
ting inducted into the 
Massachusetts chapter of the 
National Wrestling Hall of 
Fame, and getting the team I 
was on with Glen (and many 
serious all-stars), the 1985 
Sachem team, inducted the 
same year.

against champions from New

“Glen (Doherty) used to always say that I was a blue collar 
guy teaching a blue collar sport in a white collar town,” 
Tremblay remarked. “I’ll never forget that quote.” 

- While he’s taught the sport well and racked up 643 wins, 
Tremblay believes if he had stayed on as a teacher he could 
have been even more successful. He quit teaching in 1984. 

Since he doesn’t work or live in Winchester, he’s relied on 

cell phones and texting to keep in touch with his players. If 
someone is sick and can’t make a practice or a match, he can 
- text the coach to let him know. 
But it’s not just technology that has given Tremblay an edge, 
: he also credits his assistant coaches and alumni for his success. 
. “‘T’ve had assistant coaches who’ve done a great job,” he 
- said, “I also believe we’ve had 40 wrestlers who should be in the 
school’s hall-of-fame.” 

. Tremblay said that in order to succeed “everyone has to pull 
the rope in the same direction.” 

- Unfortunately, for the rest of the Middlesex League his suc- 
cess has come at its expense.

“1’m sad they broke up the Middlesex League,” he remarked. 
“I want to be able to beat everybody.” 

Under the new system, there are two league champs - large 
and small. Therefore, even if Winchester finishes without a loss 
in the large division, and the small division champion has two 
or three losses, both towns can raise the championship banner. 

In football this year, Woburn and Watertown each won its 
half of the league thereby allowing both communities the oppor- 
tunity to call itself Middlesex League football champs. 


Who can wrestle? 

What makes a good wrestler? Tremblay said a good wrestler 
has to be able to handle the pressure. He said he can’t necessar- 
ily say who’ll succeed or fail before that person takes to the 
mat. Some are good in practice but not during the actual com- 
petition, he said, while others can perform well but practice 
poorly. 

Even though Winchester is a top five team in the state, it can 
get better. Currently, it has no youth program. Tremblay’s own 
son had to start in Woburn before he moved to Winchester High 
School. Should the town develop a feeder system the wrestling 
program may not need to “steal” castaways from the basketball 
and hockey teams. 

Fortunately, even without a youth program, athletes still 
come out for the team. His first year, Tremblay said he had 50 
hopefuls. 12 eventually quit; some with talent. Tremblay said he 
was upset he never reached out to those kids. 

However, some people just aren’t cut out for wrestling. And 
even those who are don’t always respond well to coaching. 

“Honestly, Kids need a kick in the (backside) somedays,” he 
opined.
